1 . This Office Action is response to communication filed on 06/19/08. 

2. Applicant's amendments to claims 1 - 20 are acknowledged. Consequently, claims 1-20 
are currently pending. 

3. Claims 1 - 2, 4 - 6, 9, 3, 7 - 8, 10 - 20 are renumbered as 1 - 20 respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 - 20 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in independent claim 
1 and 20 a method and system for selecting at least one suitable candidate for a work position 
using performance data from each worker in a pool of existing workers, comprising the teaching 
of "processing said personal profile and said performance profile of each of the existing workers, 
to produce a set of candidate rules correlating said performance profiles to said personal profiles, 
wherein at least one candidate rule of said set of candidate rules is a non-linear rule", taken with 
the other limitations of the claim, were not disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, nor 
otherwise fairly disclosed by the prior art of record.
